ORDER DI RECTI NG TRANSI TI ON FROM | NTERI M
POOLI NG ADM NI STRATOR TO NATI ONAL
POOLI NG ADM NI STRATOR

On July 20, 2000, the Federal Conmuni cations Conm ssion
("FCC') delegated to the State Corporation Comm ssion
("Commi ssion") the authority to inplenent nunber conservation
measur es, including thousand-bl ock nunber pooling in the 804,
757, and 540 area codes. The FCC required that the Comm ssion
del egat e nunber pooling authority to a neutral entity to
adm ni ster the nunber pooling trials until such tinme as the FCC
desi gnated the national pooling admnistrator.?

On February 16, 2001, the Conm ssion issued an Order in
this proceedi ng nam ng Tel cordi a Technol ogies ("Telcordia") as

Virginia s interimnunber pooling adm nistrator and inpl enenting

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a thousand-bl ock number pooling trial in the 804/434 area code.?
This Order noted that the Commi ssion's selection of an interim
nunber pooling adm nistrator would |ikely be superseded by the
FCC when the FCC sel ected the national pooling adm nistrator.

On June 18, 2001, the FCC s Common Carrier Bureau announced
that it had selected NeuStar, Inc. ("NeuStar"), to be the
Nat i onal Thousands- Bl ock Pooling Adnministrator.® The first round
of inplenentation of the national pooling rollout is schedul ed
to begin in March 2002. Until the national framework is
i npl enent ed, the Comm ssion retains authority to inplenent
nunber pooling trials.

On Septenber 12, 2001, NeuStar submitted a letter to the
Staff of the Comm ssion ("Staff") advising of the need to
transition Virginia s nunber pooling trials fromTelcordia to
NeuStar. NeuStar further advised that the adm nistrative costs
of the pooling trials under NeuStar will not exceed those
reflected in the contract between Tel cordia and NAPM LLC
("NAPM'), the conpany which adm nisters the contract with

Tel cordi a on behal f of the Conm ssion.

On Sept enber 25, 2001, Telcordia submtted a letter to
Staff advising that it supports transitioning the Virginia
pooling trials to NeuStar. The letter further stated that
Tel cordi a had consulted with NeuStar and the National Nunber
Portability Operations teamto develop a transition plan that
woul d all ow for conpleting the transition of all pooling trials
in Virginia fromTelcordia to NeuStar on or about Cctober 12,
2001. This schedule would coincide with the start of pooling in
the 757 area code on Cctober 12, 2001. Pursuant to the
Commi ssion's February 16, 2001, Order, a subsequent Order
entered herein on March 27, 2001, and an Order approving NPA
relief for the 540 area code,® Virginia's interimthousand-bl ock
pooling trials have been, or are to be, inplenented in the
804/ 434, 757, and 540/276 area codes on June 15, 2001, Cctober
12, 2001, and Novenber 15, 2001, respectively. Telcordia
indicated that it had successfully transitioned pooling trials
to NeuStar in five other states, and it was confident a
transition would occur in Virginia with no significant
di srupti on.

NOW THE COWM SSI ON, upon consideration of this matter, is
of the opinion and finds that the transition of authority to

adm nister Virginia s nunber pooling trials fromVirginia's

i nterimthousand-bl ock nunber pooling adm nistrator, Telcordia,
to the national thousand-block nunber pooling adm nistrator

sel ected by the FCC, NeuStar, should take place on or before

Oct ober 12, 2001. Telcordia and NeuStar have indicated they are
willing and able to acconplish the transition by such date.

Accordingly, IT IS ORDERED THAT:

(1) The authority to admnister Virginia s nunber pooling
trials shall be transitioned from Telcordia to NeuStar on or
before October 12, 2001. Telcordia and NeuStar shall work
together in order to facilitate a seam ess transition.

(2) The inplementation of the Virginia thousand-bl ock numnber
pooling trials shall remain on schedule. The trials in the 757
and 540/ 276 area codes shall be inplenmented on October 12, 2001,
and Novenber 15, 2001, respectively.

(3) The terns and conditions of the contract between
Tel cordia and NAPM to administer the trials shall remain in
effect. NAPM shall negotiate the assignnent of the remainder of
its contract with Telcordia to NeuStar

(4) Telcordia and NeuStar shall report to the Staff upon
the successful transitioning of the nunber pooling trials.

(5) This matter shall remain open for further orders of

t he Conmm ssi on.
